‘weight can be attached to the resolution in any | 
case, since less than halfthe firms who are mem- 
“bers of the Chamber voied..on that resolution, 
but at the same time it isa matter for regret to 
our mind, that the altitude of opposition has 
been fathered by. men to whom we are accus 
tomed' to look for a far broxder view on- 
-mintters of general ‘policy, than is represented | 
“by yesterday's discussion.” We now know that. 
the majority of the Committee opposed the Bill 
on the principle, and not,on the details, and 
‘in 80 doing we are convinced they Have acted 
.inerror, itis perhaps rather wearying to go 
back over the h story of the Bill, but we do 
not.think it would be wrong to state that. the 
principle of the Bill was first suggested, and 
subsequently confirmed, by the Chamber itself 
although it has on the other hand several times 
opposed details, ‘The Chamber now goes back’ 
absolutely on the principle. There were two 
main speeches delivered, those of Mr, Shelford 
aguinst' the Bill, and of the Hon. G, S, Murray 
in favour of the principle.
